The United States Marines, now 
in Lebanon, are the nation’s oldest 


military mapa having been 
? established 
ahead of liberty, 
which was born 
July 4, 1776. 
The first Ma- 
rine was recruit- 
ed at the Tun 
Tavern, Philadel- 
phia, in 1775, a 
year ahead of 
the Declaration 
of Independence. 
The Tun Tavern was a grogshop 


at the waterfront, frequented by 
sea-faring men. 

Men who had an idea that the’ 
republic would be born soon and 
would need fighting men aboard 
her ships, organized the Marines. 

And one of the legends of the 
corps is this very first recruit. 
He was ordered to report aboard 
a ship then lying in the Philadel- 
phia harbor. 

The officer of the deck swore 
mightily, according to the legend, 
demanding to know exactly what 
a Marine was. At last the recruit 
was told to go aft and wait for 
further orders. 

Pretty soon the second recruit, 
smelling of the free tot of rum 


offered by recruiters in those 
days, arrived frcm Tun’s Tavern 
and was ordered to go aft and 
join the first. 


First Greeting 
And how did the first one greet 
the second? 


“Listen, boy,”’ he snarled. ‘You 
shoulda seen the OLD corps.” 


It is the delight of every Marine 
DI (drill instructor) to assure ev- 
ery new recruit that he is, by the 
grace of God, lucky to be in the 
Corps, but unworthy, being obvi- 
ously a knucklehead, and unfit. 
The “Old Corps’ and the “Old 
Breed” are held up as ancestral 
and tribal gods for all boots, 

Most every old Marine remem- 
bers his arrival at the recruit 
camps of Parris or Mare Is- 
land. They pour from the buses 
and straggle off to receiving bar- 
racks, their bags and suitcases 
knocking against their knees. 
There are always a few of the 
gods about to jeer. 

**You’ll like it,”’ they cry in de- 
rision. And the boot goes in lone- 
liness to meet the first of many 
things ahead of him. 

Later they will be told it is a sad 
day for the Corps . . . a sad day, 
seeing how inferior the recruits 
are. They should have seen the 
“Old Corps.” ... And then they 
will be told about the ‘“‘Old Corps’”’ 
and its battles. They will be told 
that, sorry, weedy and inferior 
as they are, they are still supe- 
rior to the Army or the Navy, 
and if a bad time of it will make 
Marines of them, then, —— —— 
——, it will be done. 


The Marines have been called 
upon many times since that day 
in 1775. . . and in almost every 
area of the world. And their serv- 
ices at home have been dramatic. 


Harper’s Ferry

cer named Robert E. Lee when 
they stormed the old engine house 
at Harper’s Ferry where John 
Brown and his men were besieged. 
They covered the retreat from 
First Bull Run. 


Those old Marines who have an 
affection for the Corps think two 
of Housman’s poems most apro- 
pos. The last verse of one will 
illustrate: 


“The thoughts of others 
Were light and fleeting, 
Of lovers’ meeting 
Or luck or fame. 

Mine were of trouble, 
And mine were steady, 
So I was ready 

When trouble came.”’

WASHINGTON (AP)—A 7 per 
cent across-the-board increase in 
Social Security benefits, with an 
accompanying increase in the tax 
rate, was agreed upon Wednesday 
by the House Ways and Means 
Committee. 

The committee's decision was 
expected to be drafted into con- 
crete form Thursday. Chairman 
Mills ‘(D-Ark) 
planned to have a bill ready for 
introduction by next Monday. 

If passed by Congress, as now 
seems probable, the boost in old 
age benefits would represent a 
minimum increase of $3 a month 
in Social Security checks starijng 
next year. 


REJECTS PROPOSAL 


Before reaching agreement on 
the broad outlines of new Social 
Security legislation, the commit- 
tee rejected a proposal by Rep. 
Forand (D-RI) to increase bene- 
fits 10 per cent with a $5 individ- 
ual minimum. 

Still to be considered are pro 
posals for additional benefits to 
dependents of disabled workers 
and for possible revision of public 
assistance grants for the blind, 
and for needy and dependent chil- 
dren. 

The tentative increase of 7 per 
cent in benefits with a $3 mini-

PAY ROLL LEVY 


The 2% per cent payroll tax now 
paid by both workers and their 
employers would be increased to 
2'%2 per cent. The increase would 
take effect Jan. 1 under tentative 
plans. 

Under present law, the Social 
Security tax is due to go up in 1960 
by another %% per cent—%4 per 
cent each on contributions by 
workers and employers. 

Mills said the proposed current 
increase and the scheduled 1960 
rise in the tax rate should bring 
the old age pension system into 
where income would equal outgo. 

Mills explained that under pres- 
ent law the system would be in 
the red for the next seven years, 
or until 1965.

LASKA DIED 


The seeond, fired July 9, became 
the first U.S. ballistic missile to 
travel the 6,000-mile intercontinen- 
tal distance. But attempts to re- 
cover its nose cone and a little 
mouse named Laska were aban- 
doned after 242 days. 

Information broadcast by the 
rocket indicated that Laska was 
alive 32 minutes after the blastoff. 
Since the 12,000-mile-an-hour flight 
was scheduled to last only 30 min- 
utes, Laska may have returned to 
earth alive, only to die in the 
Atlantic ocean.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Speaker Sam Rayburn 
Wednesday threw his powerful support behind Presi- 


dent Eisenhower’s request for a five-year extension of |

his authority to cut tariffs 
program. 

Rayburn’s support, coupled with 
that of Senate Democratic Leader 
Lyndon B. Johnson (Tex.), lent 
support to the growing belief that 
Congress would give President Ei- 
senhower almost everything he 
wants in the way of a trade bill. 

The Senate, in approving the 
bill Tuesday, removed most of the 
President’s objections. However, 
the Senate bill carried only a 
three-year extension as opposed to 
five years requested by Eisenhow- 
er and approved by the House. 

A House - Senate conference 
committee now must work out a 
compromise between the two ver- 
sions. 

Rayburn conceded the Senate 
had eliminated the ‘worst fea- 
tures” of the trade measure rec- 
ommended by its Finance Com- 
mittee. He predicted the con- 
ferees would have little difficulty 
in reaching agreement. 

“VERY UNFORTUNATE” 


But Rayburn said the Senate’s 
three-year limit on tariff - cutting 
authority was ‘“‘very unfortunate.” 

He said it was news to him that 
Eisenhower had passed the word 
that he would accept a four-year 
bill. Rayburn said that would be 
somewhat better but indicated he 
would fight for a five-year exten- 
sion. 

The conference committee also 
will have to agree on a ceiling for 
tdriff cuts. The Senate approved 
a limit of 15 per cent with a max- 
imum of 5 per cent each year. 
The House bill would permit a re- 
duction of 25 per cent during the 
life of the bill with no more than 
a 10 per cent cut in any one year. 


MAIN EFFORT 


House conferees were reported 
ready to concentrate their main 
effort on eliminating the Senate 
restriction which would prevent 
the President’s added tariff-cut- 
ting authority from being carried 
over from year to year. 

This carry-over ability was con- 
sidered essential by the adminis- 
tration to put the United States in 
a favorable bargaining position 
when trade talks with European 
Common Market countries begin 
three years hence.

| Ike Opposes $2.5 Billion Boost 
In Arms, Deadlocks Senate Body 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A Sen- 
ate subcommittee studying the 
huge defense budget ran into a 
deadlock Wednesday on proposals 
to boost it by 2% billion dollars. 
The extra monev would go to buy 
more jet bombers and tankers, 
missiles and other weapons. 

The stalemate developed after 
the White House sent word that 
President Eisenhower opposes the 
increases as proposed by Sens. 
Stuart Symington (D-Mo) and 
Henry M. Jackson (D-Wash). 
They would hike the money total 
for the fiscal year which started 
July 1 from 38% billion dollars 
voted by the House to about 41 
billion. 

Sen. A. Willis Robertson (D-Va) 
said the Senate Appropriations 
subcommittee accepted his pro- 


posal that a special six-man sub- 
committee of the group be set up 
to take a searching look at the 
proposals. 

The proposed increases involve 
about $1,700,000,000 for the Air 
Force and 800 million dollars for 
other services. 

“We decided we better take a 
look at the effects upon the econ- 
omy and budget plans before ac- 
tually voting on such large in- 
creases,”” Robertson told report- 
ers after the closed-door session.

Hammarskjold’s position is that 
he has this authority from two 
sources: 


1. A Security Council resolution 
of June 11, directing him to es- 
tablish the U.N. observer force to 
halt the flow of outside aid from 
the United Arab Republic to the 
Lebanese rebels.

2. The U.N. charter itself, which | 
Hammarskjold feels gives him | 
vast undefined powers to act in 
the interest of peace. 


Even though he declined to spell 
out what steps he had in mind, no 
member of the 11-nation Council 
challenged his interpretation of his 
authority. 

Supporters of the Japanese res- 
olution believe it would have of- 
fered several advantages over 
simply having the secretary gen- 
eral go ahead on his own.

U.S. Bounces 
Radio Wave 
Off the Moon 


FT. HUACHUCA, Ariz. (AP — | 
The Army Signal Corps has 
bounced an ultrahigh frequency 
radio-teletype wave off the moon 
and back to earth for possibly the 
first time, officials announced 
Wednesday. 

In a series of tests conducted 
recently by the Army’s electronic 
proving ground at Ft. Huachuca 
and the Collins Radio Co. of Ce- 
dar Rapids, Iowa, a radio-teletype 
message was sent from the fort 
to Encino, N.M:, using the moon 
as a passive relay. 

Ft. Huachuca spokesmen said 
this was “‘very probably the first 
time intelligence has been trans- 
mitted via ultrahigh frequency 
waves from the earth to the moon 
and back.” 

Spokesmen said the range of this 
type of communications system is 
limited only by the ability to ob- 
serve the moon simultaneously 
from both the transmitting and re- 
ceiving points. 

They added that it would be pos- 
sible to send messages from one 
point on the earth to another by 
using artificial satellites as the 
passive relay station. 

A frequency of 819 megacycles 
per second was used in the trans- 
mission to increase its effective- 
ness and lower the signal loss, 
pokesmen said.

Middle East Turmoil 
Begins To Calm Down 


Thanks to belated U.S. determination, 
backed by a strong show of force, de- 
terioration of the Middle East from So- 
viet-backed subversion through Egypt’s 
Nasser temporarily seems to have been 
arrested. 

Iraq’s new government pleads friend- 
ship and cooperation with the West. 
Khrushchev’s explosive statements have 
calmed down. President Eisenhower re- 
luctantly consented to a summit meeting 
within the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil in order to preserve that body. 
Khrushchev has countered the suggestion 
with reservations which would load it 
against the United States. It is doubtful 
we will go through with it. 


Rapid and resolute deployment of 
U.S. armed forces into Lebanon and the 
Mediterranean served notice to Moscow 
that this country intended no further re- 
treat. Our Marines and paratroopers back 
up the President’s strong words that 
the United States does not intend to give 
up the Middle East and Africa to the So- 
viet Unio 

Meanwhile, in Lebanon, Adm. James 
L. Holloway and U.S. Ambassador Robert 
McClintock issue reassuring words. Both 
emphasize that the United States wants 
to withdraw from Lebanon at the earli- 
est possible moment “coincident with the 
U.N. position.” McClintock said in a for- 
mal statement, ‘“‘We are here to help and 
not to take over.” 

All of which gradually is shifting the 
problem back to the United Nations and 
the diplomats for solution. Secretary Gen- 
eral Dag Hammarskjold is working for a 
larger U.N. observer corps in Lebanon 
to enable American troops to pull out. 
This must be considered in light of the 
ineffectiveness of the present observers 
there and Soviet vetoes of all efforts to 
send in a genuine U.N. police force. 


Unless satisfactory U.N. arrange- 
ments can be made to secure these threat- 
ened countries from subversion from 
Moscow via Cairo, U.S. and British troops 
will remain indefinitely. But at least our 
intentions are known and barring an 
about-face of appeasement, the possibil- 
ity of solutions are brighter.

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U.S. Must Accept Realities 
Of World Power Politics 


No American need be told that President Eisenhower made a 
fateful decision when he sent U.S. Marines to Lebanon. As Eisen- 
hower himself implied in this week’s special message to the nation, 
our military intervention in the Middle East could lead to a show- 


down with the Soviet Union. 

Yet most congressional leaders, 
Democrats as well as Republi- 
cans, agreed with former Presi- 
dent Truman’s opinion that Eisen- 
hower had no other choice. 

This is a healthy reaction—one 
that speaks well for national unity 
in the present emergency. It 
shows the administration and the 
Congress are equally determined 
to guarantee the survival of a 
free America by meeting the re- 
sponsibilities we have assumed as 
leader of the free world. 

So far as purely national in- 
terest dictated the intervention, 
Eisenhower’s move is _ strictly 
power politics. No one _ should 
blink this act. But surely it is 
time Americans stopped cringing 
at the thought of using power 
politics in international affairs. 
We have always accepted some- 
thing akin to it—though normally 
minus the use of force—in our 
own political and business affairs. 
And if we are to survive against 
the Soviet threat we cannot avoid 
it internationally — including the 
use of force—until the Soviets 
and their stooges are ready to 
give up their expansionist ambi- 
tions and join with us in estab- 
lishing a world order based on 
law. 

So long as Moscow pursues its 
aim of world power, whether by 

aggressi 


s 


the realities of the world power 
struggle and by honoring our po- 
litical commitments. Given our 
special political traditions and 
ideas, it is incumbent on us, now 
that we have intervened in the 
Middle East, to frame a policy 
that matches the more reason- 
able aspirations of Arab national- 
ism. 


On the one hand, we must solve 
the dilemma posed by our present 
support of feudal monarchs in the 
Middle East. To fail now to back 
them up when we have staked 
our prestige on them and they 
are under attack could lose us 
the whole area. But to hold up 
their wobbly thrones indefinitely 
would probably be a losing game. 


Then, a constructive policy also 
means finding some solution to 
the poverty of the great majority 
of Arabs. In view of the oil wealth 
of the area (far greater than that 
of the entire Western Hemi- 
sphere), a solution to Middle East 
poverty is surely within. reach— 
though it may well mean that the 
big international oil companies 
will have to face up to the fact 
that their operations are so deep- 
ly affected with national interest 
that they have a different charac- 
ter from other forms of interna- 
tional business. 


In short, it will not be possible 
for either the United States or 
the international oil companies to 
re-create a pre-Suez situation in 
the Middle East. We can and 
should not try to. We must in- 
stead seek to help the people of 

Middle East realize their 


the 

. legitimate aspirations — without 
destroying the peace of the world 
in the process, | 
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that prohibition had on those 
independent citizens who disre- 
garded this law. 

I think the federal courts and 
the people of the South are each 
in for rough sailing if there isn't 
a shift toward letting the com- 
munities adjust these matters by 
ballot.

There Is Antidote 


‘For Frustrations 


The word “frustration” has been used 80 
often and in so many contexts that its real 
meaning has become somewhat tarnished. Yet 
I know of no word which so completely describes

the baffling sense 


of defeat and disappointment which many of us feel. To be com- 
pletely thwarted is to be frustrated. 


By whatever name this kind ot 
an, experience is described, frus- 
tration is an annoying, irritating 
and defeating experience which 
must be mastered. before it mas- 
ters us. If we are unable to face 
life’s dilemmas we readily be- 
come victims of mental, spiritual 
and physical sicknesses. The frus- 
trated person often harbors inside 
of him tensions, bitterness and re- 
sentment. Sooner or later these 
explode. The explosion may be 
through excessive argumentation 
or in a complete nervous break- 
down. 

Bernard Baruch in his autobi- 
ography writes: “How often have 
we been struck by the petty bick- 
ering that people engage in when 
confronted with the gravest sort 
of crisis. I doubt that this bick- 
ering reflects a lack of aware- 
ness of the seriousness of the 
situation. Rather I think it re- 
flects what might be termed the 
law of distraction—that when men 
find themselves baffled and frus- 
trated by some people, they cre- 
ate some. distraction to run 
after.”’ 

Dr. Norman Vincent Peale in 
“Stay Alive All Your Life” offers 
an antidote for frustration: 

“Of the many techniques for 
creating mental peace and stim- 
ulating your power center, I wish 
to single out a practice which I 
like to term ‘aggressive activa-

tion.” That is but another way of 
saying, ‘Stop fretting and do 
something constructive about your 
problems.’ 

“When you face an upsetting 
situation do not work yourself into 
an emotional state, but ask your- 
self what you can do about it and 
then start doing the wisest thing 
you can think of. It is remarkable 
how quickly you will begin to ex- 
perience peace of mind about the 
matter. This attitude will deepen 
your mental control and help 
bring about a constructive solu- 
tion.” 

Some of the frustrating experi- 
ences we must face cannot be 
solved easily or at all. Some 
things cannot be changed. Some 
circumstances remain despite our 
prayers and our reasonable ef- 
forts to change them. What can 
we do in such situations? 

The eminent psychiatrist, Dr. 
Smiley Blanton, author of ‘‘Love 
or Perish,’’ quotes the words of 
St. Paul, ‘‘And having done all, 
to stand” (Ephesians 6:13), and 
says that it represents ‘‘one of 
the greatest of all methods for 
healing frustration.”” He adds: 


“When you have done all you can 
do, just stop; do no more, let the 
matter rest. There is nothing fur- 
ther that can be done, so do not 
do anything further. Leave it with 
from 


God. Let Him handle it 


there on.” 


Ike Rightly Rejects 
Reds’ Summit Bid 


WASHINGTON—There is every reason why 
the United States should reject Premier Khrush- 
chev’s tricky, truculent, missile-rattling, propa- 
ganda-laden bid for a hastily summoned summit conference which 


would have no other purpose than provide the Soviets with still an- 
other forum at which to belabor the United States. 


It is all to the good that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower is promptly and 
decisively saying no to this maneu- 
ver—and saying so in terms which 
can be understood. 

Khrushchev sends a long, de- 
nunciatory communication to the 
President, charging that America 
is deliberately fomenting war and 
suggesting that the commander of 
the United States Sixth Fleet 
should be confined to a mental 
hospital and ends up with a few 
paragraphs which say, in effect, 
come on, let’s talk it over. 

This may be cute but it is not 
responsible and it is not con- 
structive. This may make a few 
days’ headlines but it does not 
make for peace in the Middle 
East. This may bemuse some of 
the world some of the time but 
on reflection it will be seen as a 
purposeful means of fomenting 
tension, not quieting it. 

Eisenhower's reply, cleared by 
the members of the NATO Alli- 
ance, all of whom have a tremen- 
dous stake in stability in the Mid- 
east, rests on these four premises: 

That the workable alternative 
to the presence of U.S. forces in 
Lebanon and Jordan (at their in- 
vitation) is the presence of United 
Nations forces in Lebanon and 
Jordan. 

That if the Kremlin wants to 
make a positive contribution to 
the peace of the Middle East it 
will remove its veto from the U.N. 
Security Council where last week 
it stood as the only nation block- 
ing collective action.

Khrushchev's b ac k-of-the-hand 
communication showed that there 
was no disposition whatsoever in 
Moscow to work out any common 
approach to the Middle East. To 
hold a summit meeting in such an 
atmosphere would be unhelpful, to 
say the least. 

Furthermore, the United States 
does not intend to spurn the juris- 
diction of the United Nations 
every time Khrushchev thinks it 
would be nice to do so.

HOLLY CREEK. “Back to Holly Creek!” a friend of mine 
jibed. ‘You and the outdoor life! You're just a frustrated child 
camper! An antiquated Girl Scout! Don’t you know nobody really 
prefers to be uncomfortable? I think you're play- acting.”’ 

I was too busy wrapping the lamp chimneys in the dish towels 
and hollering at the children to get the axe sharpened so we could 
chop wood for the stove, so I paid my apartment-dwelling friend 
scant attention. I could have picked up any one of several gaunt- 
lets she flung down. 


For one thing, comfort. .Who’s to say what’s comfortable for 
somebody else? Her air conditioning makes me think I have ma- 
laria as in the days of my youth. Turn it on and you have a chill. 
Turn it off, a fever. I prefer the sound of the creek to the sound 
of traffic, the smell of woods to carbon monoxide. Toting wood 
and water is no hardship for somebody whe doesn’t have to do it 
all the time. 


But a confirmed city dweller who vacations at resorts would 
never understand so I didn’t try to explain. I just stuck the iron 
skillet on top of the stack of blankets, called my dog and took off. 

On the way to the cabin I had to admit there is a touch of 
play-acting in my pleasure in the mountains. I don’t play Girl 
Scout because, to tell you the truth, my career as a Scout had 
mighty little to do with the great out-of-doors. Except for a sum- 
mer at camp, most of which I spent sitting on the dock looking at 
the skyline of Mobile across the bay and weeping from homesick- 
ness, we did our scouting within the city limits. We had a turn at 
making baskets. (Mine didn’t turn out.) We took up woodcraft. 
(I still am not sure of poison ivy when I see it.) We dyed some 
unbleached domestic and for the life of me I can’t remember why. 


Once we did take a hike—all the way down Dauphin street to. 
the Maternity Home where we had a Christmas party for the little 
children awaiting adoption. Each of us ‘‘adopted” an orphan for 
that season and sometimes I wonder what happened to mine—a 
brown-eyed little boy named Albert who wanted a horse for Christ- 
mas and wasn’t satisfied with the 50-cent one I bought him at 
Grant’s. 


My career in Scouting wasn’t very woodsy and, as far as I 
can recall, bore no resemblance whatever to life at Holly Creek. 

But there is something I play at when I come back to Holly 
Creek—and that's pioneering. I have a feeling from reading D. H. 
Lawrence that this part of the world very much resembles the 
England, Ireland and Scotland that some of the early settlers left 
to come to America. My facts could be wrong. (If he were handy 
I'd check with George Gordon Ward, the Gilmer County historian.) 
But I have a feeling that some of those settlers who came to the 
Virginia and Carolina coast weren’t happy with hot flat lands of 
the marsh and the swamp. They were homesick for the cool green 
country they had known across the sea. 


So they tied their axes and their plows to their covered wagons, 
threw in their bedding and their skillets, even as I do, and set out 
to travel until they found what looked familiar to them. Maybe 
some of the mountains in North Carolina were too tall or other set- 
tlers beat them there. Anyhow they came on until they saw this 
gently curving land where the trees are tall, the streams swift 
and bright, and cool gray mists or sudden showers drift in to tem- 
per any day’s heat. 


They felt at home here with the rain dripping from trees and 
evening fogs, the sense of being enclosed and secure in a fortress of 
green hills. So they unhitched the oxen, dipped water from the 
nearest spring and made camp. 

At least that’s what I think happened when, after a hot day in 
the city, I do the same.

—CGeneral Managers Forget to Remember 


Baseball general managers remind me of Russian diplomats. 
Regardless of circumstances, they alter statemerts to fit the cur- 
rent situation. What they said last month or last week doesn’t 
count. 

For example, there’s Roy Hamey, the residing genius cf the 
Philadelphia Phils. A couple of months ago, Mr. Hamey unioaded 
a verbal blast at his noble athletes. He accused them of performing 
like amateurs, an accurate appraisal. 

He stoutly defended Mayo Smith, noting that no manager could 
win with a team performing like the Phils. Hamey, of course, has 
been on the spot since he astounded Philadelphia by hoisting Smith 
into the managerial saddle. 

Naturally, Smith is a much better manager today than he was 
in 1955 when Hamey employea him. Yet, Hamey forgot about all 
the kind things he had said in defense of Smith, and booted him 
out of the Phillie parlor Tuesday. 

Smith’s exit from the majors was almost as puzzling as his 
entry. Before the 1954 season ended, Birmingham insiders were 
aware that Eddie Glennon would not invite Smith to return for 
an encore. On the Crackers’ last visit te Rickwood, I asked Smith 
what he intended to do in ’55. He said that his plans were uncer- 
tain; he might concentrate on business and forget about baseball. 

Shortly thereafter Hamey announced that Smith would steer 
the Phils. Here was a man being dismissed from a Double A job 
elevated to the majors. Smith justified Hamey’s choice by guiding 
the Phils to a fourth-place finish in his freshman campaign. Shy 
of talent, the Phils limped home fifth the next two years. 

The unpredictable Hamey really came up with a change-up | 
when he selected Eddie Sawyer as a replacement. The Phils had 
decided in 1952 that Sawyer wasn’t the man for the job. Six years 
on the sidelines have now qualified him for the post. 

There’s no buginess like baseball business. 


—Houston Voters Take a Swing at the Polls 


They’ve been pounding the tom toms in Houston for several 
weeks now to get voters in tune for a trip to the polls Saturday. 
Civic leaders predict that citizens will approve a stadium referen- 
dum by an overwhelming majority. 

Houston modestly admits that it’s a major league city, but a 
stadium is needed to prove it. A revenue bond issue to finance a 
proposed $20 million County Stadium has been proposed, and the 
voters now come to bat. 

In order to whet the public’s appetite for major league baseball, 
various dignitaries have visited Houston in recent weeks. 

Art Weisbrod, a guest from the Milwaukee Chamber of Com- 
merce, made a pitch which impressed business leaders. He re- 
ported surveys have shown that out of town fans spent $7,257,661.32 
in Milwaukee last year. Mr. Weisbrod did not disclose how this 
precise figure was caluculated, but Milwaukee merchants agree 
that the Braves are a great asset. 

Provided voters stamp their approval on the deal, Houston 
will make an all-out bid for a National League franchise. There's 
a possibility that the National League will expand to ten teams in 
the near future, and Houston is running as an entry with New York. 
Minneapolis, Toronto,’ Denver and Dallas-Forth Worth are other 
cities prominently mentioned when major league franchises are 
discussed. 

Atlanta isn’t a prospect. Mayor William Hartsfield and Fulton 
County officials have proven that they have no interest in sports. 
And no city has built a stadium without vigorous campaigning by 
municipal leaders.

ment. 

Vanik (D-Ohio) re-| 
cently complained in a House | 
speech about the skyrocketing | 
prices of this breakfast drink, the 
committee decided to see why 
every sip costs you more. 

Marvin H. Walker, general man- 
ager of the Florida Citrus Can- 
ners Cooperative, Lake Wales, 
Fla., testified at a committee 
hearing the co-op started the price 
increase after freezes last winter. 

He said prices were raised again 
in February after more freezes, 
and in May to restrict sales to 


next crops. 


Walker added that he fears
